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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



3. Claims 5,6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shlomot et al 
(5699481V 

As per claim 5, Shlomot et al (5699481) teaches: 

"a voice transceiver. . . .compressed voice codes" as speech network 
transmitting/receiving compressed voice codes (Fig. la, col. 3 lines 45-50) 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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"voice decoder means for expanding. . ..digital voice data" as expanding 

compressed data (Fig. la, speech codec 80, with speaker output) 

"selective disposal means responsive to a discard request is present" 

discarding samples at the local decoder (col. 6 lines 37-40). 

"speaker output buffer means selective disposal means" as buffer receiving 

the speech packets (3a,3b) to the D/A converter (Fig. lb) in response to a fast or slow 
event (col. 6 lines 20-26) 

"insertion/disposal control selective disposal means" as when there is no clock 

skew or overflow/underflow condition, the decoder will trigger or an N (or normal 
event), if there is an overflow condition, the decoder will trigger a S (or slow event), and 
data will be deleted; if there is an underflow condition, the decoder will trigger a F (or 
fast event), and the decoder will generate new data and insert the samples into the buffer 
(col. 6 lines 27-42; col. 3 lines 60-65). 

"digital to analog converter acoustical output" as D/A converter to output 

analog speech/audio (Fig. lb), to a speaker (fig. la, subblock 80). 

As per claim 6, Shlomot et al (5699481) teaches the inserted data to be of lower 
strength by inserting data types mimicking silent periods, which improves the perception 
quality (col. 6 lines 50-61).

4. Applicant's arguments filed 3/2/2004 have been considered but are moot in view of the 
new grounds of rejection.
